assistant, has been making an investi- 
i 
jgation of the costs and benefits of 


I land drainage in various parts of the 


state. 
In 129 townships from which 
I data have been taken, there are 132,- 
191 acres of land which are practically 
worthless for agricultural 
purposes 
because of lack of drainage. 
This is 
lover 1,000 acres 
per 
township, 
at 
(which rate there are about 1,500,000 
acres of the class of land in W iscon­ 
sin. 
There are also at least 1,000,000 
acres of marshy land which are only 
partially productive on account of too 
much surface water to allow proper 
cultivation. 
In addition there are ah 
so at least 2,000.000 acres of upland 
clay soil which will require under­ 
drainage to allow it to produce maxi­ 
mum crops. 
Benefits of Tile Drainage 
The benefits derived from the use of 
tilt on marsh acreas are illustrated by 
the experience of N|r. Carl Foil of 
Deerfield, who had fifteen acres of 
marshy land of which 70 per cent was 
practically useless. 
Cattle often be­ 
came mired in attempting to cross it, 
and at no time of the year was it dry 
enough to admit of plowing on at 
least ten acres of the lowest portion. 
The soil consists of black muck and 
j peat to a depth varying from five to 
ten feet, underlaid by gravel subsoil. 
On about two acres the gravel 
lay 
t within three feet of the surface, and 
here the underdrainage was sufficient 
I so that the first crop 
planted 
was 
(corn, which was injured by the spring 


i frosts, but finally ripened well. 
After 
jthe corn had been glazed the crop on 
a typical square rod 
was 
cut 
and 
weighed. 
It was found that the yield 
was at the rate of twenty-four tons 
and three hundred pounds of green 
j fodder per acre. 
The corn for the 
•entire field, when husked, averaged 
seventy-five bushels per acre. 
The 
first crop was sufficient to pay not on­ 
ly for the tiling, but also for the top 
dressing of manure, and left the im­ 
provem ent a clear profit. 
The follow­ 
i n g year the yield of green fodder was 
j seventeen tons per acre, and the field 
was then sown to rye and seeded to 
timothy and red-top, which yielded 
last year three tons of hay per 
acre. 
‘ The results of this first experiment in 
tiling were so satisfactory that Mr. 
Foil continued the 
work 
until, 
at 
present, he has too acres tiled, all of 
which is giving good satisfaction. Mr. 
I Zabel. a neighbor of Mr. Foil, tiled 
• twenty acres on his farm. 
On one 
half of this the increased yield was 
' to per cent, and on the other half 50 
per cent. 
Mr. Xels Holmen of Deerfield, feels 
that his experiment in tile draining a 
marsh for pasture is highly successful. 
His land was similar to that of Mr. 
j Foil 
until 1903. when Mt. Edward 
Reichenbach. a Jefferson drainage en- 
jgineer, and contractor, planned and 
put in a drainage system 
covering 
j forty acres. 
The land is becoming 
(more firm every year, and the grass

Drainage on the farms of Ex- 
Gov. VV. D. Hoard, which were am 
ong those visited by Professor W hit­ 
son, also gave good results. 
Tests Show Good Results 
O f a total of about 500 acres of 
tiled land investigated, 80 per cent 
yielded one-half of the money invest­ 
ed 
in tile in increased crops each 
year. 
Ten per cent of the land was 
used merely for pasture, and the am 
nttal income from the tile was per­ 
haps to per cent of the amount in­ 
vested. 
Only in one instance was tile 
found that did not )work successfully, 
and in that case the cause was a de­ 
fective outlet and the back water of 
the river, rather than any fault of the 
tile itself. 


Benefits of Open Ditches 
The value of open ditches was also 
investigated. 
Aside from the remov­ 
ing the surface water, open ditches 
receive seepage from the soil, and fur­ 
nish an outlet for tile drainage. 
A l­ 
though open ditches are common at 
roadsides, and are used with advan­ 
tage to remove the 
surface 
watet 
from cultivated fields, they are most 
necessary in broad marshes. 
Upon 
such areas they are the first step in 
reclamation. 
In newly settled locali­ 
ties where 
land 
is 
comparatively 
cheap, the marsh lands are usually 
first drained by open ditches in order 
to convert them into meadows, for 
the price of surrounding land does 
not at present warrant the expense of 
tile drainage. 
Then, also, peat soil 
is not ready for tile immediately up­ 
on the completion of the open ditch; 
it is much better to allow the soli to 
go through the settling process be­ 
fore the laying of tile is attempted. 


Cost of W ork 
The valuation of the land after it 
has been surface drained will deter­ 
mine whether it will pay to ditch. 
In 
the Little Yellow district of 53,000 
acres, the price of land has advanced 
$10 an acre while the cost of drainage 
was about $3 per acre. 
In the Rem­ 
ington district, at a cost of $2 an acre, 
the land value has increased from $5 
to $10 an acre. 
The cost per acre in 
the Beaver district ranged from $1.50 
to $6 per acre, according to distance 
from the ditch. 
Tw o sections of land 
drained by a ditch through peat un­ 
derlaid by sand, were wild four years 
ago for $5 an acre, and could not now 
be bought for $25 an acre. 
The cost of digging open ditches is 
between eight and ten cents a cubic 
yard. 
The work is facilitated greatly 
by the use of steam or gasoline dredg­ 
es. but the work and cost of building 
and tearing down a dredge is so great 
that a contractor cannot afford to take 
a piece of work amounting to less 
than $5,000. The cost of digging small 
ditches, by hand, two feet wide at the 
bottom, three feet deep, and 
eight 
feet wide on top, is between 50 and 
60 cents per rod. 
A summary of the benefits of drain­ 
age reveals the fact that such im­ 
provement allows the cultivation of 
land otherwise not available for farm­ 
ing; permits of earlier working of the 
soil in spring; allows the ground to 
warm up more rapidly in the spring 
months, thus increasing the length of 
the season and lessening the danger 
of frosts.
